FORGE AGAINST GANDHI 


; Stiffening of Government 


Attitude Is Discerned as 
Riots Continue. 


LONDON, May 3.—()—Observers 
of the Indian situation tonight could 
not esc@pe the impression of a de- 


‘cided stiffening of the government s 


attitude. 

Whatever the ominous portent of a 
superficial quiet whith for miost of 
the week pervaded Peshawar, one fact 
stood out clearly. ‘The British gov- 
ernment is fully alive to all events 
in India and is ready to use arms 
against any aggression upon its north- 
west frontier. 

It has not escaped the government's 
observers that beneath a seemingly 
tranquil surface events have been boil- 
ing. 

Clashes in Peshawar and surround- 
ing districts have been frequent. 
Workers’ congress propagandists have 
been particularly active in the villages 
where misrepresentations regarding 
the “sardar act” against child mar- 
riage has played a prominent part in 
attempts to arouse excitement, al- 
though it has been pointed out that 
the congress party staunchly supports 
the measure in the assembly. 

It is understood that propaganda

tier, though thus far little response 
has been evident. The government rec- 
ognizes, however, that the wild tribes- 


men of the region are ready to turn 
any difficulty of the British raj to 
their own advantage.

his hand. In fairness to him, it 
should be stated that we believe he

This grand jury is not content in the

Strong Leader Urged. 

“At this time, when we are on the 
eve of an election, it is hoped that a 
strong administrative head will 
_selected to bring about a correction of 
existing conditions. 

_ “2—We believe that every person 
_having in charge the expenditure of 
| public funds showld make a searching 
/analysis of means and methods of re- 
duction in cost of governmental func- 
tions. The burden of taxation weighs 
heavily on the home owner, wage 
earner and large property owner alike. 
_ Municipal cost is constantly mount- 
ing and economic laws and justice de- 
mand that wasted funds be diverted 
to channels of proper expenditure. 
ur investigation has satisfied us that 
those charged with authority can ren- 
der a great and lasting public service 
by dedicating themselves to the task 
of reducing expenditures, rather than 
devising means of raising additional 
revenues. 

| “3—An investigation of the meth-

“4-After a fair and impartial trial, 
a jury has acquitted the city purchas- 
ing agent of the charge of bribery on 
which an indictment was found by the 
preceding grand jury. While Mr. 
Price is declared not guilty of crimi- 
nal action, his own and other testi- 
mony cannot fail to convince one of 
his unfitness to serve in the capacity 
of purchasing agent. Much money 
was lost to the tax payers through 
his purchase of supplies at prices 
loaded with graft for Harry York 
and Jack White, operating as the 
Southeastern Brokerage Company. ” 

Action by Mayor. 

“The mayor had called his attention 
to the possibility of that situation 
(and testified before this body that 
nothing further was done about it); 
many had quoted him lower prices, 
and, failing of criminality, nothing 
less can be said than that a degree 
of culpable stupidity was displayed. 
The mayor has been interrogated as 
to steps taken by the city to remove 
Mr. Price from office for incompe- 
tence. The mayor states: “A letter 
was received from someone about it, 
and I sent it to council.” We do not 
believe the people of Atlanta will be 
content to have their purchases made 
by one self-confessed as incompetent. 
We urge that action be immediately 
taken to replace the incumbent with 
one in whom public confidence can be 
placed as to his diligence and fair- 
ness in the discharge of his office. 

“We further recommend that the 
purchasing department prepare and 
have available for public inspection 
a complete list of all purchases, show- 
ing date of purchase, from whom 
bought, nature of purchase and unit 
price paid. Such a list will remove 
the suspicion of secret purchases and 
“juggled” prices, 

“5.-The mayor's testimony reveals 
a system of government conducive to 
conditions which make possible the 
existing situations, An enumeration 
of the ‘system’ as revealed by the 
mayor's testimony or others points 
conclusively in our minds to the ne- 
eessity for basic correction. | This 
grand jury is not concerned with any 
one form of government. It is, how- 
ever, much concerned with the basic 
character of government. 

“A proper study of our system of 
city government with recommenda- 
tions as to changes which should be 
made is a much larger task than can 
be undertaken by any grand jury be- 
cause of the many duties falling upon 
it and because of its short tenure of 
office. 

“We urge that a representative 
group of citizenry composed of both 
labor and capital be formed. It 
should represent all sections and all 
classes of the city. It should under- 
take a searching analysis of the ex- 
isting form of city government, & 
thorough study of the forms of gov- 
ernment found to be successful in 
other cities similar to Atlanta. It 
should. from this study, formulate a 
character of government most com- 
pletely suitable to our needs and, 
having done so, should take all neces- 
sary steps toward its adoption. 

Specific Phases. 

“This body desires to incorporate 
in these presentments some findings 
and recommendations resulting from 
its investigation of specific phases of 
the city’s activities. These follow: 

“Atlanta City Schools—-The ever- 
recurrent publicity of threats to close 
the Atlanta schools or curtail teach- 
ers’ salaries has, in our opinion, done 
great injury to the city, and is alto- 
gether unnecessary. The education 
of the child is, and should be, close 

the parents’ heart. 
wi or Ear oe facilities will be lack- 
ing is a deterrent to those that would 
otherwise avail themselves of the great 
opportuniities of our community. 

“The threat of curtailing teachers 
salaries as a means of propaganda to 
force through excessive budgets Is & 
grave injustice to those whose minds 
should be left free to teach our chil- 
dren. We recognize the responsibility 
upon the school heads to point out 
the necessity of expenditures for plac- 
ing our educational system upon the 
highest possible plane. However, it 
is equally important that the situa-

“We believe it will be necessary for 
the incumbent to gracefully adjust 
himself to the school budget and apply 
his admitted managerial talents to 
economy rather than extravagance, to 
essentials rather than aggrandizement, 
to co-operation rather than domina- 
tion, before the best results can be 
attained in that department. 

“The diversion of bond funds ex- 
acted by refunds from contractors on 
work deleted from their contracts into 
current operating revenue has been 
covered by this grand jury by a spe- 
cial resolution addressed to the mayor 
and council which is attached hereto, 
and made a part of these present- 
ments. This practice is unqualifiedly 
condemned, and this condemnation ex- 
tends to those members of the board 
of education who were cognizant of it, 
as well as Mr. Ritchie, who initiated 
and followed the practice. 

“County Schools—This grand jury 
finds that the county schools are well 
kept, that the majority of the build- 
ings’ are excellent, both in design and 
condition, and that a building pro- 
gram is being followed which in a 
few years should result in a complete- 
ly modern plant, eliminating the few 
remaining dilapidated and hazardous 
buildings, such as are now in use 
ate Ben Hill, Sandy Springs and Bol- 
ton. We earnestly recommend replace- 
ment of these buildings with modern 
structures as early as possible. We 
further find that the county schools 


‘operate on a budget, determined by 
the amount of available revenue, and 
| have consistently been kept 
' their budget. It is felt that the su-

perintendem, Jere A. Wells, is de- 
serving of special commendation for 
his able administration of the coun- 
ty school system in that the plant and 
equipment have been consistently im- 
proved and the standards kept on a 
high level without incurring a deficit 
or threatening a cut in teachers’ sal- 
aries. 

“We further feel that the board of 
county commissioners should be com- 
mended for the genesous financial sup- 
port given to the county schools, and 
recommend that their appropriations 
in the future be increased to the limit 
of their legal ability in order to com- 
plete the building program at the 
earliest possible date. We further 
recommend that as soon as funds are 
available, a separate county school be 
established to care for mentally and 
physically deficient children. 

“City Parks—A special resolution 
has already been addressed by this 
body to the mayor and city council of 
Atlanta regarding the purchase of 
Chosewood and John A. White parks, 
in which recommendation was made 
that the purchase or lease of Chose- 
wood park be abandoned and an at- 
tempt made to-recover the amount 
paid on the purchase price. We de- 
sire at this time to emphasize this 
former. recommendation and direct the 
attention of the citizens of Atlanta to 
the fact that this body has not been 
advised of any action taken on this 
recommendation other than that it 
was transmitted by the mayor to the 
general council. 

“City Auditorium — Investigation 
made by this body reveals a woeful 
lack of system and business adminis- 
tration in the operation of the city 
auditorium. Under the system now 
in use only the most haphazard rec- 
ords have been kept of the use of the 
auditorium, and these have been de- 
stroyed at the end of each year. There 
is no possible way for an auditor to 
check these accounts, and this condli- 
tion has existed for years despite the 
fact that the attention of the council 
has been called to fhis condition by 
the city comptroller and city auditors 
annually for several years. This body 
developed evidence through outside 
parties that led to the detection of 
two cases in recent months where the 
city failed to receive revenue collected 
for the use of the auditorium, and is 
of the opinion that the shortage found 
is only a fractional part of the city’s 
total loss through slipshod methods 
employed. An indictment has been re-

“We further recommend the _ in- 
stallation of a solarium at each end 
of the present children’s ward, utiliz- 
ing therefor space -not now in use. 

“Police Department — From _ the 
facts procured through a mass of tes- 
timony and through inspection of the 
police station, this grand jury feels 
that it should direct public and of- 
ficial attention to certain features of 
the police department. 

“Indictments have been drawn 
against certain professional bondsmen 
and attorneys who have violated the 
law in loitering and loafing about 
the police station. That the prisoner 
in the police station is entitled to 
protection against unlawful approach 
by attorneys and professional bonds- 
men cannot be denied, but the sit- 
uation at the police station has been 
such that this protection to prison- 
ers has not been offered. A strict 
enforcement of existing laws by the 
police department in preventing pro- 
fessional bondsmen and lawyers loaf- 
ing ang loitering around the police 
station and soliciting prisoners can 
in itself prevent this unwholesome con- 
dition. There is adequate law to give 
the police department all of the au- 
thority that is required. 

“This grand jury directs attention 
to the complete inadequacy and un- 
suitableness of the police station. The 
property on which the station is lo- 
cated is valuable and well located, 
but the building itself, almost 40 years 
old,,is thoroughly inadequate both aa 
to size and arrangement. It is a 
veritable fire trap, especially in the 
female wards, and the sanitary con- 
amiga are horrible beyond descrip- 
tion. 

“It is, therefore, the definite and 
urgent recommendation of this grand 
jury that immediate steps be taken 
toward the building of a police station 
suitable for the present and future 
needs of the city. 

“This grand jury directs attention 
to lack of discipline in the police de- 
partment, a lack: of fixed responsi- 
bility, and a lack of co-operation be- 
tween the police committee, chief of 
police and chief of detectives. Such 
a condition is unwholesome, militat- 
ing seriously against the effectiveness 
of this very important part of the 
city government. 

“The system by which the police 
men on their respective gbeats report 
to the police station also is potas 
ly antiquated, not affording the pro- 
tection which the citizens of Atlanta 
have every right to expect. With the 
reporting system as it exists, it is 
possible for a policeman to report 
from one of several stations on his 
beat without headquarters knowing 
definitely from what station such re- 

rt is being made. This is due to 
ack of proper and modern equipment 
and this grand jury recommends that 
in the interest of proper police pro- 
tection this condition be promptly cor- 
rected. 

City Garage. 

“Evidence on indictments brought 
reveal a system of corruption and mis- 
management of the city garage which 
should have the immediate attention 
of council. An analysis of the audit 


‘over a three-year period reveals an 
| increase 


in operating expenditures 
$247,863 in 1927 to $310,251 in 1929. 
During this samg period gasoline pur- 
chases increased from $84,767 in 1927 
to $121,501 in 1929. We believe that 
marked economies can be effected in 
this department. : 

“Provision for Juveniles—Judge 
Pomeroy, in his charge, directed our 
attention to the fact that youths en- 
meshed in the toils of the law for 
first or minor offenses are thrown 
into contact with and into the same 
environment as the most hardened 
criminal. The opportunity of reclaim- 
ing a boy is not only lost, but this 
association more frequently drags him 
to the lower level. e most earnest- 
ly urge that the judges of Fulton 
county undertake a correction of this 
condition by their own recommenta- 
tion, or through proper representation 
of a citizen’s committee cognizant of 
existing conditions. 

“Methods of Handling Election Re- 
turns, Fulton County—Alleged irregu- 
larities 
county commissioners and clerk of su- 
perior court, respectively, were of suf- 


‘ficient import to warrant an investi- 


gation by this body. The law requires 
that registration lists be purged every 
two years and for special elections. 
We find that the Fulton county list 
has not been properly purged in over 
ten years. In May, 1928, Fulton 
county authorized the employment of 
a secretary to the board of registrars 
with one assistant. We find that not- 
withstanding this employment and the 
additional allowances to the members 
of the board, the total approximating 
$8,000 per annum, that in the March 


‘and April; 1930, elections registration 
‘lists were used containing approxi- 


mately 20,000 to 25,000. names of per- 


‘sons, either dead, moved away, or dis- 
‘qualified by non-payment of taxes. We 


find the same names listed in two or 
more districts and this situation is 
conducive to fraud and breeds a lack 
of confidence in the integrity of elec- 
tion returns.

‘in a recent election, both registration

It is recommend- 
ed that the ballot boxes, after the 
close of voting, be sealed with a metal 
seal, and that these seals remain un- 
broken unless otherwise ordered by 
the court. 


“We believe the method used to 
purge the registration list is cumber- 
some, expensive, and to have demon- 
strated its ineffectiveness, and respect- 
fully recommend as an economical and 
effective method of securing and main- 
taining a properly purged list the fol- 
lowing: 

“First: That the tax digest be used 
as the nucleus for the permanent reg- 
istration list, so that those who have 
paid taxes on these digests will be au- 
tomatically registered. 

“Second: The use of the address 
given on the digest (which is the last 
permanent address) in making up reg- 
istration lists for each ward and 
country precinct. 

“Third: The closing of registration 
lists not earlier than 30 days before 
a primary, allowing those citizens who 
wish to pay taxes and register every 
opportunity to do so. 

“Fourth: That this procedure be of 
yearly occurrence, to enable the purg- 
ing of the names of persons deceased, 
and to properly change those moving 
from ward to ward. 

“This plan will remove the neces- 
sity for expense now inturred for 
secretarial assistance to the board of 
registrars, as the clerical work can be 
consolidated, at a minimum of ex- 
pense, in the office of the tax collec- 
tor. 


“Paving of City Streets—An inves- 
tigation, somewhat preliminary in 
character, has been conducted to de- 
termine the quality of certain strect 
paving jobs. This included the cut- 
ting and testing of cores from several 
projects. 

“In some instances cores crumbled 
during the cutting, indicating, though 
not necessarily proving, ‘an inferior 
quality of paving. It is recommend- 
ed that further tests be made in or- 
der that more accurate 
can be reached. 

“Paving ran uniformly somewhat 
thin as compared to specifications 
while some samples ran 15 per cent 
thin. Thickness of this pavement had 
not previously been determined. 

“It is recommended that the chief 
of construction have paving on all 
future projects cored and tested be- 
fore acceptance. 

“Due to the large number of wit- 
nesses that this body has had to exam- 
ine in connection with city hall mat- 
ters, it has met almost daily during 
its two months term, many of the 
sessions lasting all day and frequently 
running well into the night. For this 
reason this grand jury has been un- 
able to make the customary semi-an- 
nual inspection of county institutidns 
and respectfully recommends that this 
be done by the incoming grand jury. 

“This grand jury cannot close its 
presentments without an expression 
of its appreciation of the wholeheart- 
ed support and encouragement it has 
received from the good citizens of At- 
lanta and the Atlanta newspapers. 
This body desires also to express its 
appreciation to Solicitor-General Boy- 
kin and his staff for their full sup- 
port and co-operation, and their faith- 
ful and diligent efforts in behalf of 
a clean city government; to City 
Comptroller West for his assistance 
in furnishing records and information ; 
to Chief of Construction Donaldson 
and his staff for their co-operation 
in furnishiry: information and assist- 
ance in mutters of construction; to 
the state highway «partment for as- 
sistance.in the loan of equipment for 
making tests, and to the board of 
county commissioners for the financial 
assistance given. 

“Resolved, by this grand jury, that 
copies of this presentment be furnish- 
ed to the three Atlanta daily papers 
and to the Fulton County Daily Re- 


port.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—(“)—The 
successful photographing of an object 
270 miles distant from the camera's 
eye, and far beyond the range of bu-

The picture was one of Mount Ra- 
nier, and constitutes a new record’ in 
long distance serial photegraphy. It 
was taken by Captain A. W. Stevens, 
of the army air corps, while in flight 
~0,000 feet above Crater Lake, Ore’ 

“Shooting at Mt. Ranier from a 
distance greater than that between 
New York city and Washington,”’ 
Captain Stevens said, in describing 
the taking of the picture, “is much 
like shogting at the moon, with the 
difference that you can see the moon. 

“The principal task is to aim the 
camera in the general direction you 
believe your objective to be, snap the 
trigger and hope for luck.”

The 
great discoverer’s first name, id 


topher, indicates that he is a bearer 
of a new idea. His family name, 
Columbus, is derived from columba, | 
dove, and represents the spirit hehind | 
this idea. Just as, in holy writ, the 


spirit appears in the form of a dove, 
sO in this opera a dove with whieh 
Queen Isabella in her childhood 
played, and which she released from 
its cage so that it flew to Columbus 
at Genoa, is symbolical of Columbus’ 
mission.

During recent hearings before the 
banking and currency committee, the 
Georgia congressman charged that 
federal reserve banks in late years 
have failed to pay the federal treasury 
amounts which had been expected in 
franchise taxes. Several of the banks 
he pointed out, have, in fact paid 
nothing, although the act requires that 
the treasury receive as such taxes all 
net earnings over and above certain 
specified funds for increasing capitali- 
zation and dividend requirements. 

It is the contention of Representa- 
tive Brand that the franchise tax 
being evaded, not necessarily in yiola- 
tion of the letter of:the act, but per- 
haps the spirit.

It won its first 
milion in 1S44 and lost it 
the slavery movement, but regained it 
in 1566 at the end of our greatest 
war. In the next 21 years it gained 
its second million, won its third in 
15 years, got its fourth in the next 
15 years and passed the fifth million

i MILITANT LABOR LEADER REACHES CENTURY MARK 


Softens Mother Jones’ Heart 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—(#)— 
Mother Jones, militant woman labor 
leader, who celebrated her one-hun- 


dredth birthday Thursday, today de- 
clared peace with the Rockefeller in- 
terests, dictating from her bed a 
friendly reply to a telegram of con- 
gratulation from John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr.. son of her former bitter enemy. 

For nearly a score of years Mother 
Jones fought the Rockefeller interests 
because of their attitude on labor 
questions and because they represent- 
ed capital. ‘Today, however, she tel- 


egraphed to John D., Jr., her apprecia- 
ion of his message. 

“Like all rich men. fighting 
their interests,” she said in explain- 
ing her reply, “they saw their duty 
differently.” 

But though Mother Jones said she 
“forgives’ the Rockefellers she de- 
clared she could not forget. 

“Yes, I forgive them.” she _ said. 
“But I don't forget. Why, John D. 
Rockefeller had me put in jail.” 

The telegram from the son of 
Mother Jones’ former enemy said: 

“Please accept my heartiest con- 
gratulations on your one-hundredth 
birthday anniversary. Your loyalty 
to your ideals, your fearless adherence 
to your duty as you have seen it is 
an inspiration to all who have known 
you. May you have gontinued health 
and happiness as louie as life lasts.”

Mother Jones’ reply read: 

“Your good. wishes and hopes for 
continued long life on my one-hun- 
dredth birthday was a happy surprise 
and among those messages most ap- 
preciated by me. Knowing all the re- 
sponsibilities on your shoulders it was 
a humane act to think kindly of me 
at this time and your message Was 
the expression of a Christian heart. 

The aged labor leader received the 
message from Rockefeller yesterday at 
her home near Silver Springs, Md., 
just outside of Washington. 

Mother Jones said today that sev- 
eral years ago John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr.. invital her to his home for din- 
ner but. that she did not go because 
people would have said that she “had 
sold out the workers.” 

“Mr. Rockefeller has a Christian 
heart. and his message to me shows it 
is still beating,” she said. 

“T can't tell him that the past is 
buried and we are friends again but 
I want him to know I appreciate his 
message as much as any I received.” 

Mother Jones began her bitter fight 
against the Rockefellers after mine 
guards at Ludlow, Colo., fired on a 
group of strikers in 1914, killing J3 
persons. As a result of her agitations 
against the Rockefellers she served a 
jail sentence. She said that since she 
rejected the dinner_invitation, Rocke- 
feller’s telegram was the first peace

Hoke Beasley, a raw recuit, who had played just 
one game in a league of equal classification with the 
Southern was an ‘‘A”’ man; Frank Walker, a compara- 
tively young man with major league experience and 
now the peer of any Class A outfielder, is regarded a 
“B”’ man because he came to the Scuthern from a 
lower class league where he was a manager. 

Now President Martin has ruled that all free agents, when 
signed, become Class B men. 

The Crackers have such experienced men as Milton 
Stock, last year with Dallas; Ivy Wingo, last year with 
Cincinnati; Lee Meadows, last year with Pittsburgh, and 
Jimmy Johnston, last year with Chattanooga. 

They were signed as free agents, having heen given an un- 
conditional release by those clubs during the winter. Under 
the latest interpretation of the rule, they now are Class B men. 

Thus is the purpose of the rule completely defeated; that of 
keeping a proportion of inexperienced men on club rosters .and 
thereby enabling clubs in smaller cities to compete with richer 
franchises in salaries paid.

The Sanabria transmission system 
enables radiation of pictures with a 
eta ¢ of flicker and wave band 
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short wave re-| 


‘space. The photoelectric cells, whitch 
correspond to the microphone for 
sound, the design of Garner, are four 
times the size of other types. 

The photocells are grranged in con- 
junction with amplifier mixing equip- 
ment making possible shifting of 
studio scenes without interrupting 
continuity. Flicker reduction, it was 
stated, is due to Sanabria’s tfiple scan- 
ning system, which might be compared 
to the three-blade shutter for a moving 
picture projeetor. ' 

The glow or neon lamp in the re- 
ceiver is eight times more efficient 
than the average, it is asserted, mak- 
ing possible the use of a screen. “This 
higher efficiency is necessary,” San- 
‘abria said, “because the apparent bril- 
liancy of a television picture at the 
' present time is about a five-millionth 
/of the apparent brilliancy of the 
source of light.” 

Besides WIBQ, which has been con- 
| ducting tests for some time, WMAQ 
here and WKRC, Cincinnati, are in- 
stalling television transmitters. 
WENR and WCFEL, Chicago, are ex- 
perimenting with television broad- 
casts.

This is not an unreasonable faith. It 
is based upon the experience of the 
where nothing was fixed and 
fintshed.

In its last analysis this yospel of 
the practical means an acceptance of 
“things as they are.”

To- 
morrow shall be the fulfillment of the 
dream of today. So not those who 
merely “do,” point the pathway of 
civilization, but those who dream and 
then dare to make their dreams come 
true.

‘THE FRIEND OF POE. 

The Life of Thomas Holly Chivers. 
With selections from his poems, A 
strange chapter in American history. 
By 8S. Foster Damon. The subject 
of this sketch was called the “Lost 
Poet of Georgia,” and the “Wild Ma- 
zeppa of Letters.” Edgar Allan Poe 
was a friend to the Georgia poet, and 
even Swinburne and Rosetti were 
known to read and make some com- 
ments on the work of Chivers. The 
writer of the introduction says that 
Dr. Thomas Chivers, of Georgia, 
wrote both like a “madman and a 
fool’—*"“he straddled the famous fence 
between the sublime and the ridicu- 
lous, and qiute-as often fell on the 
one side as on the other. He made 
up his words and all his poetic lore 
was self-got.” 

This is a most interesting volume 
and should be studied by the teachers 
and students of the south—the con- 
tents may be a surprise to some 
southern readers, but Dr. Lucian 
Knight, of Atlanta, Ga., in his ““Geor- 
gia Landmarks, Memorials and Leg- 
ends,” 1914, vol. II, writes of Dr.

To Build Straight 
Eight Motor for Car 


According to Paul G. Hoffman, vice 
president of the Studebaker Corpora- 
tion of America, the first eight-cylin- 
der car was built in Europe in 1912. 
Designed by DeDion Bouton, French 
motor car manufacturer, its novel de- 
sign and tremendous power aroused 
considerable interest. 

“America saw its first domestic 
eight-cylinder car in 1915,” says Mr. 
Hoffman. “At the New York 
mobile show of that year, there were 
seven eight-cylinder models on 
play. It was also the year in which 
the battle for supremacy between 
four-cylinder car and the six 
climaxed with the six cupturing the 
predominant position for the first 
time ia history. In the following 
year’s show, the six increased its lead 
over the four by a substantial mar- 
gin. while the displays of  eight- 
cylinder cars also increased slightly. 

“The post war years seon demon- 
strated that the eight was destined to 
rive the six close rivalry.

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Chairman of the President's Committee Outlines the Hopes of the Conference on Child r1eutn and Protection

met HE family of the better organiza- 
F:. a tion of our modern civilization are 
Games becoming increasingly necessary 
a because of the longer time now 
required for the human being to attain so- 
cial maturity. The artificial standard of 
twenty-one years for males and eighteen 
years for females, determined on the basis 
of biology and past experience ,has become 
embeddied in the law. To provide food, 
protection and training for a eriod of twen- 
ty to twenty-five years for youth demands 


reasonable stability of conditions in the 
home and in society. With the great ad- 
vances, made through discovery, invention 
and research, we are developing a more in- 
tricate and complicated civilization. With 
this there is a gradual lengthening of the 
preparatory period of life. 

Through the capture of the power of the 
machine we have taken much of the world 
off the backs of human beings and draft 
animals. Through this use of power we 
have more wealth and more leisure. Along- 


side of this, though, is the increasing diffi- 
culty of operating the enormous enterprises 
science has given us and which are often 
world-wide in scope. Much that we have 
done to advance civilization has brought 
about a multiplication of our difficulties. 
The old days when the child was one of the 
principal sources of the wealth of the fam- 
ily have largely gone by in our present era 
in America. Large families were requisite 
two or three or four generations ago in 
order to do the manifold work of the farm 


and the household. The possibilities of a 
family upon a piece of land depended large- 
ly upon the numbet of human and animal 
workers that could be provided. 

The day of the bound-out child has gone 
by, but he was an important soucre of la- 
bor during much of our country’s develop- 
ment. In general, instead of the appren- 
tice system and the bound-out method of 
dealing with surplus children in the home, 
we have now a most widespread costly and 
important educational system offering to 
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most of the children of the land a period 


of training at least up until the sixteenth 
year, and for those of more enterprise, 


training for many years beyond. Our whole 


‘tendency is to delay the maturity of youth, 
in so far as reaching a plane of seif-sup- 
port and family support is concerned. 

It now takes an average of twenty-five 
years to prepare properly a physician, law- 
yer, minister, teacher, or an expert in the 
field of business administration. It requires 
also much study beyond that period to pro- 
vide the experts for the trained service of 
our community life. Our future safety wil 
rest on the number of these we can find, 
train adequately and put into service. 

The child is acquiring a new significance 
with this extension of responsibility and op- 
portunity. We are sensing the values of the 
child in many new ways. Our present de- 
mocracies are the result of a definite shift 
in human thinking. The more imperialis- 
tic conceptions of providing cannon fodder 
and drudge labor through an. advancing 
birth rate, while still in the world, are ot 
less significance. We see in the, proper 
training of the child the opportunity for 
continued advance in our socia!l mechanism. 
We see in the failure to give such training 
the crashing of our hopes and the degrada- 
tion of our opportunities. 

Great advances have been made in every 
phase of the handling of childhood from 
conception to maturity. But there is a very 
uneven use of the knowledge we possess, 
President Hoover, in setting up the White 
House Conference on Child Health and Pro- 
tection has brought together a group of 
several hundred experts to consolidate the 
gains that have been made in handling 
children in the years that have gone by and 
to map out the next great campaign which 
will move us forward. 

One man alone—Pasteur—through his 
discovery of the relationship of microorgan- 
isms to disease, did more for children than 
any one is ever likely to do again. Before 
his discovery, all children had to pass 
through a series of tragic and dangerous 
periods due te infectious disease, many of 
jhem now known to be preventive’ We are 
free from :miany ‘of the ‘terrors that kept 
mothers in anxiety and filled the cemeteries 
with little coffins, and we can now extend 
the range of interest and assistance to chil- 
dren to many other fields. The White 
House conference will begin with the begin- 
ning and extend through to maturity. 

One of the sections of this conference will 
study the whole question of medical serv- 
ice for children. Dr. Samuel McC. Hamill 
is chairman of this section. Another, under 
the chairmanship of Surgeon-General Hugh 
S Cumming will study the Public Health 
Service and its administration, with sub- 
committees specializing en communicable 
disease control and milk production and 
tontrol. 

The education and training of the child 
will be the subject of a third section of 
the conference. Dr. F. J. Kelly will head 
the study. Separate groups will consider 
the problems of family and parent educa- 
tion, the infant and pre-school child, the 
school child, vocational guidance and child 
labor, recreation and physical education, 
special classes and the problem of youth 
putside of home and school. 

Problems presented by the handicapped 
child will be studied by -a fourth section 
wnder the chairmanship of Dr. C. C. Car- 
siens. The state and local organizations 
for the handicapped will be investigated 
and other sub-committees will seek ways of 
bringing relief to the physically mentally 
and socially handicapped and the delin- 
quent child. 

The participation of the conference in the 
domain of health is of vital importance. 
This will form, necessarily much of the 
basis upon which results for the child are 
to be obtained. The conquest of the various 
diseases while well on its way, is far from 
complete. Each day the unselfish, patient 


workers in the laboratories of the world are 
providing more and more information which 
can be put to the service of the child in the 
prevention of disease and in the relief of 
those who are ill. 

More significant, perhaps, than anything 


else is the new conception which our peo~- 
ple are developing of health as a. source 
both of wealth and happiness. The former 
conception of illness as unavoidable and 
due perhaps to acts of Providence is rapidly 
passing from the public mind. - We are con- 
scious more and more that disease in a 
child means that something has gone 
wrong which need not have gone wrong. 
The nutrition of the child is fundamental 
to health. With the decrease in the ca- 
pacity of the human mother to nourish her 
infant, there has come the compensation of 
accurate studies on other forms of feeding. 
The bottle fed child lacks certain qualities 
that come from the mother’s breast, but 
can still be vigorous, strong and resistant 
to disease. The relationship of nutritian to 
sunshine and to proper food is now suffi- 
ciently understood so that diseases such as 
rickets no longer need occur, and tuber- 
culosis is subject to control. We can pro- 
vide vitamines from known sources in foods 
and can ,to a considerable measure, even 
with our present incomplete information 
understand and deal with deficiencies of 
exaggerations in the physiological action of 
the various and powerful glands of the body. 
There is no glory that approximates the 
glory of a perfect child, perfect in body, 
mind and mental reaction. It is sad, in- 
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SP ae as

deed that we must face in our country the 
misery of the blasted child, damaged per- 
haps before birth in body or in mind, or 
damaged by disease later. We can not es- 
cape the fact that we have a considerable 
number of mental culls and physical culls to 
be considered as part of our child popula- 
tion. 

In so far as we can see, there will al- 
ways be a certain number of idiots, of sub- 
normal children and of the deaf and the 
blind. Nature does not always evolve a 
perfect product with any of its living or- 
ganisms, but a study and ¢ontrol of habits, 
of parenthood and of eugenics can reduce 
to lower levels the human misery associated 
with these types. There will always be ac- 
cidents to human beings. Legs and arms 
will be cut off, heart valves will be dam- 
aged by disease, nerves will be paralyzed, 
even when the child starts with a nofmal 
foundation. 

With our concept of human life as some- 
thing that mush be preserved at all costs 
for the longest possible time, we face the 
problem of salvaging those who are below 
the normal level. One of the great prob- 
lems before the Whéte House Conference 
will be to see how far this salvage work 
can go and how it can be most wisely and 
economically accomplished. In strictly pr@- 
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jea) fields it is more tangible, and there aré 
mary experts available to help us in this 


rehabilitation. 
In the field of behavior lies perhaps our 


Rreatest salvage problem. It seems to me 
that the control of the will and the neces- 
sary self-management which all human be- 
ing: must learn, are the most vital pro- 
cesses for the child to acquire if it is to go 
forward to a contented, health and success« 
ful adult life. Habits are based on de- 
veloped nervous mechanisms and we be- 
come the prey to them. That quality which 
we call character is strengthened through 
repeated decision, accepting present dis- 
comforts for future values, There is an 
element of fraud in Freudism, since it leans 
to the side of weakness and not to that of 
strength in the inevitable decision that ev- 
ery growing person must meet. 

Soft-pillow bringing up leads to a mushy 
spinal marrow. Misdirected habits often 
Jead to misbehavior, misbehavior to unsocia] 
action and criminality. Youth is a period 
of trial and learning. Fortunate indeed is 
the child who does not have to try every- 
thing once, but who can let fools be fools 
and observe instead of imitate. With the 
growing child misbehavior must be taken 
at the child’s level, not at the adult's level. 
We must view the juvenile period as one 
of self-training in which the adult must be 
helpful and sympathetic. 

Significant in this period of.training is 
what we call education. It now consumes 
a large portion of the time of youth. At 
the present time we marshal our children 
in schoolrooms, giving them set and sim- 
ilar exercises over a series of years, try- 
ing to impart to them the knowledge that 
has been gained in the past and to prepare 
them for the future. While we have had 
much experience, we are still far from un- 
derstanding what the educational process 
should be for all of our children, and par- 
ticularly what it should be for individual 
children. At the best, our results are mere 
averages. Many careful studies are going 
on in this direction. They need to be sum- 
marized and new ones put on their way. 

With this prolongation of the child period 
of life, while there are new opportunities 
for training and education, there are new 
responsibilities in connection with the nor- 
mal play life of the child and with what 
we now properly classify as recreation. 

Our present attempt to bring up chil- 


dren in the midst of factories, apartment 


houses, paved streets, automobiles and ma- 
chines, and in the absence of flowers, trees, 
grass, birds and animals, is a real test of 
our capacity to think in terms of the fu- 
ture. We can in no way escape biology. 
We have grown up through the ages under 
certain conditions. They were those of the 
open field and the open air, the sunshine 
and the rain and the natural opportunity 
provided fer children under those condi- 
tions. The industrial world must be looked 
at coldly and critically and a place found 
in it where the children can develop norm- 
ally to a capable, healthful and efficient 
manhood. Any failure on our part will be 


eventually disastrous. Dollars made in im- 
proved industry must be used to buy back 
a chance for children. 

I doubt if there was ever a period in the 
history of the world when more was £0- 
ing on and when environment changes were 
more rapid than they are today. Since 
all of these changes have an effect in one 
way or another upon the mother and the 
child, a survey of just what has been done 
and what can be done, such as that of- 
fered by the White House Conference is, 
in my judgment, one of the most significant 
and important problems that human beings 
face today

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Labrador: First to Be Discovered, Last to Be Explored 


UICK frozen fish for world mar- 
if kets, newly discovered water- 
power sites, the most unsophisti- 
cated salmon and truot in_ the 
world; these are factors which along with 
radio and airplanes are tying Labrador to 
civilization, according to Sir Wilfred Gren- 
fell, famous medical worker. 

Dr. Grenfell told the National Geographic 
Society, when he was in Washington re- 
cently, that Labrador will soon follow 
Alaska on the road te progressive develop- 
ment of her resources. 

Fish that Labrador could use only as 
fertilizer may soon become favorites of the 
American table by virtue of improvements 
in refrigeration. 

Labrador fathered the new quick freezing 
process which makes it possible 
to ship fresh fish thousands of 
miles, he pointed out. It was 
noticed while fishing through the 
Labrador ice on a very cold day 
that the fish, which froze in- 
stantly upon being taken from 
the water, began to flop about 
when taken into a warm room. 

Experiments revealed that by 
quick freezing the flesh of fish 
could be kept more firm and 
strong than by the older slow 
freezing method. 

Although Labrador was the 
first land of North America to 
be discovered by Europeans, it is 
the last to be explored. Recent- 
ly college boys from the United 
States discovered one of the 
finest water-power sites on the 
continent, a remarkable falls 
over to the sea. Grand Falls, in 
central Labrador, twice as high 
as Niagara, has a million horse

Dr. Grenfell upset the popular error that 
Labrador is a far north county. No part of 
it, he said,,is farther north than any point 
of Seotland. Battle Harbor, one of the prin- 
cipal ports, is in the latitude of London, 
England. Therefore Labrador has just as 
long a day as have England and Scotland. 

Has Heat Waves, Too. 

Heat waves regularly hit the country in 
summer. While the refrigerating effect of 
the Labrador Current keeps the coast cool, 
the weather gets very warm in the back 
country. On a day when it is 40 at Battle 
Harbor the thermometer may rise to 93 in 
the forested inland. |

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““Secret Conventions’’ Are More Unfair, Dishonest and Cowardly Than Stacking Cards 
By Shepard G. Barclay 


tf OTHING ever done at the bridge

If a player wishes to make a certain bid 
on a hand which is entirely different from 
what that bid would naturally imply, he 
has a perfect right to do so. But if his 
partner understands the peculiar signifi- 
cance of tive bid it is an entirely different 
matter. The partners may agree to make 
anv unnatural bid they wish to, so long as 
they explain the meaning of the bid to their 
opponents, but otherwise they are taking 
an unfair, unsportsmanlike and dishonest 
advantage of the opposition. 

Seldom does such a thing occur in the 
cardrooms of prominent clubs, where capa- 
ble and experienced players understand the 
simple principles of ethics and fair play. 
When it does appear, the result is generally 
immediate action by the officials in charge 
—immediate withdrawal of the rights of 
the catdroom from the offender and per- 
haps his expulsion from the club—or else 
an explanation of the ethics of the game, 
on the presumption that the guilty ones did 
not fully comprehend what they were do- 
ing. If anything of the kind came up in a 
championship tournament—in which en- 
trants are presumed to know “what it is all 
about’—the chances are that immediate 
disqualification would be supplemented by 
refusal of entries from the offenders if ever 
they attempted to become participants in 
any other formal competition. 

In most cases where artificial bids are 
used by agreement with partner they are 
explained to the opponents, which makes 
them perfectly legal and proper in every 
sense. When they are not thus explained 
it is generally due to the players’ unfamili- 
arity with the situation and their failure 
to appreciate what an unfair method they 
are using to gain success. When relatively 
inexperienced players offend in this respect 
it is a duty of the more experienced to ex- 
plain the matter in a kindly way and coun- 
sel the others either to cease using such 


‘ conventions or else explain them to oppo- 


nents. 

Anyone who reflects even a moment will 
see the injustice of secret conventions. If 
the opposition uses bids with their natural 
meanings only, the possessors of secret con- 
ventions will always know what is going on 
during the bidding, whereas their rivals 
will be in the dark. This will give the con- 
fentioneers an advantage not only in the 
bidding but also in the play, for they will 
know the location of certain cards about 
which they have misled the other side. 

One of the peculiar bids frequently en- 
always explained to 
opponents by experienced in the 
ethics of the the original one- 
club bid of the Vanderbilt contract bridge 
system.

Compulsory New Deal—There must be a 


new deal by the same dealer with the same 


pack if the cards be not dealt to the proper 


players Mto four distinct packets of 13 
cards each; if, during the deal, any card 
be found faced in the pack, or exposed on, 
above or below the table; if, before play 
begins, it be discovered that more than 
13 cards were dealt to any player; if, dur- 
ing the hand, one player hold more than 
the proper number of cards and another 
less. There must be a new deal by the same 
dealer with a correct pack if, during the 
hand, the pack be proved incorrect. In that 
event the current hand is void, but all 
previous scores stand. The pack is not in- 
correct on account of a missing card if 
found in the still pack, among the tricks, 
below the table, or in any place which 
makes it possible that the card was part of 
the pack during the deal. Any player may 
search for it; if it be not found there must 
be a new deal by the same dealer with a 
correct pack.

Forcing system—Even those who normally 
require five quick tricks for an absolute de- 
mand two bid will usually make it with only 
four when there is a great number of prob- 
able tricks in a two-suiter, and hence most 
of them would start with two hearts. Part- 
ner would bid two no trumps with a worth- 
less hand, three no trumps with one con- 
taining at least one sure trick afid two un- 
bid suits stopped, as in this case. South 
next bids four diamonds, N orth five dia- 
monds. 

Semi-forcing system—South opens with 
two hearts. North, with a bust would pass 
in this method, but would bid two no 
trumps with the strength held, distributed 
as it is. Thus, for different reasons, the 
same bids would be made by this method 
as in the straightaway system.

West would lead his longest suit, hearts, 
choosing the jack. With a so-called “honor 
combination’’—at least three cards as good 
as nine or better, at least two of which are 
“touching”—the top of the touching honors 
is a conventional lead unless the touchers 
be the ace and king, when the king is led. 

Sotth first counts his tricks. Two sure 
in spades, three in hearts and one in dia- 
monds make six, so he needs three in clubs 
for game. Protecting himself against a bad 
four-one break, he deliberately gives the 
other side the first two club tricks and the 
remaining three are assured, lf he required 
four club tricks, he would have to play for 
a three-two break, so would throw away 
only one trick and then play his ace and 
king. In this case, trving for a fourth club 
in that way would prevent his making 
game. Mora]l—Do not go after extra tricks if 
doing so risks game.

Language is in a state 
ef constant change and growth and tre- 
quently an expression that is erroneous in 
jis inception becomes correct by long usage. 
Good usage is the final arbiter of propriety 
in Janguage and it has decreed that the 
cenvenient phrase “grammatical = error” 
means “an error,in grammar.”

URING the next few 
weeks thousands of 
Britons and Ameri- 
cans are going to 
th and talk of par more 
often than they have been 
thinking and talking of parity.

fessionals and two of the re- 
maining three were captured 
by Bobby Jones. Since 1921 
the championship cup has re- 
mained only one year in its 
island home. 

Unlike the tourists who go 
to Europe to take in cathe- 
drals and capitals, the globe- 
trotting golfers of America 
are a strictly post-war devele- 
opment in international intere- 
course. Championship trophies 
seldom crossed frontiers in the 
years before the war. Ameri- 
can entrants in British tour- 
naments were decidedly rare 
and little esteemed. Up until 
the war Arnold Massey, a 
Frenchman, was the only 
foreigner who ever. had won 
a British open championship, 
and the late Walter J. Travis, 


from America, was the sole 
outsider to capture the amae 
teur title. 


Travis’ victory was achieved 
in 1904 at Sandwich, The 
British consoled themselves 
with the thought that Travis 
had been born in Australia, 
even though golf was unknown 
to him until long after he en- 
tered the United States. There 


of them headed for the rolling 
heathery hills of Sunningdale 
and a team match on May 
Day with their British sisters 
of the straight left arm and the foi- 
low through. It is the first time a team 
match ever has been arranged between rep- 
resentative women golfers of the two coun- 
tries, but it will not be the last. 

This week Bobby Jones will pack Calam- 
ity Jane and the rest of his cherished clubs 
and embark with his colleagues of the 
Walker cup defense to engage the British 
amateurs in biennial battle for the trophy. 
They will fight it out with woods and irons 
in the middie of May among the high dunes 
and terrifying hummocks of Sandwich, 
where men go down to the sea in plus fours. 


When these ladies and gentlemen start 
tramping the fairways of England many 
of us who became a bit bored with the 
cabled chatter over eight-inch guns will 
relish news of eight-foot putts. Away with 
your endless columns about cruisers and 
submarines, pacts and parleys and fur-coat- 
ed stenographers residing at the Ritz and 
eating in the Lyons Corner House! Let us 
hear of low-fhying brassies whistling down 
the wind. Let us hear of long drives and 
short pitches, of green grass, yellow gorse 
and purple heather, of Scotch mist and 
English showers, of the sand hills of Hoy- 
lake and the auld grey toun of St. Andrews, 
where Bobby Jones is going soon to seek 
another crown. 

Three days before the golf master of At- 
Janta leads his squad into battle for the 
Walker cup. Miss Collett and the other 
feminine stars wil] be going around the 
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links of Formby, néar the mouth of the 
Mersey, in quest of the ladies’ champion- 
ship, the only capital trophy in British golf 
that never has yet been won by an Amer- 
ican. Miss Collett is making her fifth at- 
tempt to capture it. Twice she has been 
beaten by miserable weather and twice by 
Miss Wethered. Miserable weather may 
bother her again this year, but Miss Weth- 
ered wil not, for that incomparably fine 
golfer again has retired from champion- 
ship play. Neither wind, rain, cold nor the 
gloom of a bad English spring ever kept 
her from the swift completion of her ap- 
pointed rounds in something near to par 
figures. But one must not expect the same 
indifference to the elemerts on the part 
of the American women, for they have a 
habit of passing their winters in the Florida 
sunshine, 

Ten days after the Jadies have 
of their tournament at Formby the 
gather at St. Andrews tor the amateur 
championship. After that Jones and some 
of the other plavers of the American Walker 
cup team will remain for the open cham- 
pionship in June.

all the schools and factories in the near-by 
towns were closed. 

Partly, perhaps principally, because the 
crowd was so big and so bothersome, Smith, 
who needed only a 78 to win, took 82 dis- 
tressful strokes. After that the British 
adopted the Americ&n practice of charging 
admission to championships. Since then 
the crowds have been smaller and more 
manageable. 

When Smith lost at Prestwick it was to 
another American, Jim Barnes. Until their 
arrival in Prestwick for that championship 
of 1925 the lowest medal score that ever 
had been made on the course was 72, and 
championships had been played at Prest- 
wick since 1860. Barnes, in his very first 
round, turned in a 70. Smith went out the 
same day and cut the record down to 69. 
Such is the Americans contribution to the 
lone story of. the Ayrshire golfing country. 

Sandwich has recorded a longer and more 
brilliant page of American victories. Eight- 
een years after Travis took the amateur 
trophy away from England the Britsh open 
was won for the first time by a native- 
born American, Walter Hagen. That was in 
1922. Jock Hutchison, of Chicago, had won 
it the previous summer at St. Andrews, but 
St. Andrews was Jock’s birthplace and that 
is where he learned his golf. Besides, as the 
Scots will remind one to this day, Hutchison 
would never have been in the play-off and 
hever would have won if Roger Wethered 
had only kept. his foot off his own ball— 
a clumsy accident which incurred a penalty 
that permitted the American to equal the 
young Englishman’s score for the four 
rounds. But when Hagen won at Sandwich 
the two plavers who finished closest to him 
were both Americans. From that windy 
afternoon dates the beginning of American 
supremacy in international golf. 


The Americans were back at Sandwich 
again in 1923. All the amateurs of the 
Walker cup team were there that year to 
play for the St. George’s vase. the oldest 
and most treasured trophy for medal play 
among amateurs. Two of the visitors, Francis 
Ouimet, of Boston, and Dr. O. F. Willing, 
of Portland, Ore, led the field with a tie 
On the play-off Ouimet won. 


It was at Sandwich, five years later, that 
Hagen captured the open championship for 
the third time, and had his picture taken 
with the Prince of Wales, who has a handi- 
cap of 16 strikes. 

Now, in little more than a fortnight, the 
amateurs of Britain and America will be 
plaving at Sandwich again. Sandwich 1S 
a pleasant spot and a glorious course. The 


shore of Peg Well Bay lies just off some of 
the fairways, and from the higher tees the 
players can see the chalk cliffs facing the 
channel. But most of the time the player 
cannot even see the flag near which he 
hdépes to lay his approaches. The fairways 
roll and swell, rise and fall, like the choppy 
Channel itself. Sometimes the recommend- 
ed route from tee to green is, hemmed in 
by great hills of sand, dotted with tough 
clumps of turf, and there are bunkers of 
such awful immensity that they seem to 
the duffer to be veritable deserts. One of 
them, indeed, is known as the Sahara. In 
its vast stretches of sand many a player 
has hacked away with a niblick until his 
last chance of winning the tournament was 
gon_.. Sandwich has been played in 68 
strokes, but when the wind is howling in 
from the channel, as it often is, the man 
who can break 80 is usually pleased with 
himself. 


Sunningdale, where Miss Collett and her 
colleagues will play the British women’s 
team in a few days, is less than an hour’s 
run down from London, either by train or 
car. It is esteemed as one of the best in- 
land courses in England, a formidable test 
for any golfer’s skill. Bobby Jones whizzed 
around it one day with a 66, followed by an 
afternoon score of 68 to lead the pack 
qualifying for the British open. No one ever 
had treated Sunningdale that way before, 
and nobody is likely to treat it that way 
again. for the course is a long one over 
hilly country, with trees and sand and 
heather to trouble the man who strays from 
the straight and narrow path between tee 
and green. 


Whatever the weather, the American 
women’s team is likely to feel far more at 
home on the fairways of Sunningdale than 
later on at Formby, where the ladies’ cham- 
pionship begins on May 12. Formby is a true 
championship test of golf by the best of 
British standards. It looks out upon the sea 
and is situated on true linksland. The holes 
at the start and those at the finish are on 
flat terrain, but most of the course from the 
fifth tee to the 16th green runs along 
among high sand hills. One fairway is in 
what seems a veritable canyon. There is a 
green on the homeward half that sits in a 
crater formation of hills, in the fashion of 
Lake Louise. The American professionals 
who went over for the championships of 
1924, which Hagen won at Hovilake, know 
Formby well, for it was used in the qualify- 
ing tests that year. 

Hagen may be back at Hoylake in June, 
seeking his fifth British championship. 


Whether he wins or loses, he will not be 
likely to create any impression strong 
enough to dim or replace the memory of 
his triumph in 1924. No one who saw him 
play the last nine holes in that tournament 
will ever forget. I imagine. those seventy- 
five minutes of tense excitement, shared by 
12,000 admiring duffers. It was as gallant 
and thrilling an effort to mkke nine holes 
in 36 strokes as ever a golf gallery looked 
upon. 

It was late in a gray afternoon and a 
fierce wind was rushing inland from the 
mouth of the Dee when Hagen drove from 
the high plateau where the ninth tee is 
placed and walked down into a trough be- 
tween two waves of rolling fairway to pitch 
his approach over one of them onto a 
punch bowl green. When he had sunk his 
putt he knew that he had taken 41 Strokes 
for the nine outward holes. On his card 
were three 6s and a 5. Over the hills that 
surround the llth green. hills so high 
that they are called the Alps, trooped hun- 
dreds of spectators who had been following 
Ernest Whitcombe, Britain’s hope. Thev 
brought the news that Whitcombe had fin- 
shed with a 72-hole total of 302 strokes. 
Hagen would have to go home in even 4s— 
36 strokes for the last nine holes—to beat 
him. Some one-—several some ones in fact— 
told Hagen the job that was cut out for 
him. , 

“Thanks; he said, and started out to ac- 
complish it. 

Now, the last. nine holes at Hoylake 
measure 3,640 vards, and when the wind js 
blowing hard they are about as difficult a 
nine holes as a golfer may find anywhere 
on this bunkered planet. The wind that 
afternoon was so strong that a man in- 
stinctively bent his head and shoulders 
down in walking against it. 


Starting home, Hagen was in trouble on 
each of the first four holes, but he got 
the proper figures on all but one of them. 
Then he faced those five long holes that 
are said to be the most exhausting finish 
on any golf course in the world—holes 
known to all the golfing folk ef Hoylake 
as Field, Lake, Dun,. Roya! 
Their combined par is 22 strokes. Hagen 
had to do them in 21. He did. In doing 
it he got off two of the finest shots that 
a gallery could ever hope to see. Straight 
into the teeth of a gale he shot a 240-yard 
brassie onto the 15th green. At the narrow, 
Slippery 17th, also straight into the wind. 
he dropped a full iron shot near the pin. 
Needing a 4 at the 18th, his approach 
scampered over the green into the rough

and Home.. 
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and his chip back left him a downhill putt 
of seven feet over undulating turf. He made 
it, and several thousand women saw his 
wife rush out and kiss him. 

And now we come to St. Andrews, where 
Jones, Ouimet, Jimmy Jolinston and the 
rest of the boys will be trying to-win the 
British amateur championship in the last 
week of May. Most of them have been 
there before. What Jones accomplished 
there in 1927 when he won the open with 
a score of 285--six strokes under the lowest 
previous winning iotal since the champion- 
Ships were started in 1860—is not likely te 
be torgotten so long as St. Andrews has a 
golfing soul. ; 

Nor will it soon be forgotten, there in the 
gray stone clubhouse or in the shops of 
the clubmakers on the other side of the 
18ih green, how bravely Jess Sweetser won 
the amateur championship in 1926, the 
first American to win it since Travis went 
home with his Schenectady putter. And 
the Scots of St. Andrews. with whom golf 
is aS universal as porridge, are likely to 
remember for a long time the sunny after- 
noon in 1923 when QOuimet squared his 
match with Roger Wethered by scoring 
birdies on each of the last three holes. Per- 
haps some of them still recall that George 
Rotan, of Texas, on a chilly morning earlie: 
in the same week, when the wind was 
blowing down from the snow-covered Gram- 
pians, wore five sweaters over his woolen 
Shirt as he drove off the first tee toward 
the Swilcan Burn. That, too. was a record 
and so was the 34 that Miss Collett scored 
ih the first nine holes of her match at St. 
Andrews with Joyce Wethered in the finals 
of the ladies’ championship. No lassie ever 
had reached the turn in 34 ‘until Glenna 
did it. nor had many men. 


If Bobby Jones wins the amateur cham- 
pionship next month St. Andrews will re- 
joice in his victory as happily as 4hough he 
were a Scot. “May the best man win" is @ 
genuine feeling that is general in the town, 
where golf was born. Many a winter's 
night in the pubs of St. Andrews when a 
raw, wet wind from the North sea is beat- 
ing on the windows, there is high ar~eument 
for hours between citizens who consider 
Bobby Jones the greatest golfer that ever 
lived and those who hold that Vardon never 
will have a peer. Old Tom Morris himself 
could scarcely have known in the far away 
days when he trod the famous links such 
adulation as St. Andrews gives to Bobby 
Jones.

Turner immediately telephoned Chief of 
Police John J. Joyce, of White Plains.

Within a short while they found the body 
of a young woman of about 20, dead several 
days and partially burned, 100 feet in from 
the highway. . 

The girl's shoes had been removed—just 
recently Campbell, the Jersey torch mur- 
derer, had been captured because he had 


failed to take this precaution—and the rest 


of the clothing, except for a pair of gray 
silk stockings rolled down around the 
ankles, seemed to huve been burned from 
the body. The killer had evidently made a 
special effort to destroy the features, for a 
scorched remnant of bath towel, smelling of 
kerosene, lay beside the head. 

An empty milk bottle, reeking of kero- 
sene, was found a few feet away. 


CRETONNE DRESS 
WAS BEST CLEW. 


What turned out to be the best clew 
appeared as soon as the body was lifted 
from the ground. This was a portion of a 
cretonne house dress, bearing a design of 
blue cornflowers and reddish leaves. The 
murderer apparentiy had not realized that 
this part of the dress, pressed as it had 
been against the damp grass, would not 
burn. 

The body was removed to White Plains 
and there presently Medical Examiner 
Amos QO. Squire performed an autopsy. 


His examination showed that the young 
woman had been strangled before she had 
been burned. Moreover, there was a wound 
in the head. made by some blunt instru- 
ment, which may have stunned, but could 
have not killed her. He thought she had 
been strangled with a narrow strip of cloth 
or flimsy garment.

sociates questioned Peacox throughout the 
night. 

Before they had gone very far in their 
grilling they were pretty sure that they 
had their man. 

Young Peacox, described by his mother- 
in-law as a steady, sober and reliable boy, 
admitted that he had become separated 
from his wife, whom he deeply loved, but 
he insisted that he had not seen her for 
several weeks. He.had met Dorothy in April, 
1927, and eloped with her in April, 1928, but

TO ANOTHER APARTMENT. 


The young couple had lived with Mrs. 
Heinzelman until February, 1929, when 
they moved to a small apartment on Edi- 
son avenue, Mt. Vernon.

The willow worker had probably 
learned his basketry in prison but his wares met with 
ready sale among the women. Baskets and stools were 
always useful. So were hammocks in which to swing the 
babies while their mothers worked. 

The Fakers. 

The “wire men” turned out name pins in gleaming 
gold rolled wire, or twisted white wire around bristles to 
form bottle washers. The “mush faker” was there too 
with his soldering kit and strips of patching. He repaired 
umbrellas and sunshades for the women and patched 
pots. Wandering cobblers drifted in with their kits 
and strips of sole leather hung over their shoulders. And 
all hands drank wine. 


Camps composed of workers at various trades were 
established among the vines. Barbers were there, too. 
Hair cuts were a dime and a shave cost a nickel. Of 
course fights were frequent and deputy sheriffs patrolled 
the vineyards.

N THE first half of the eighteenth cen- 

tury Abbe Prevost, a renegade monk, . 

brought further ecclesiastical maledic- 
tions upon his head with the writing of 
“Manon Lescaut,” a novel in which a 
woman abandons her true love for that 
of a pious, wealthy man and induces him 
to desert the religious life to which he had 
dedicated himself. After a series of ad- 
ventures she expires in the arms of her 
faithful lover. 

Notwithstanding Abbe Prevost’s protes- 
tations that he wanted to prove the age- 
old. biblical admonition that the wages of 
sin is death; his book was regarded at the 
time of publication as inimical to the ten- 
ets of Christianity. Nevertheless, “Manon 
Lescaut” ranks as a classic with the literati 
of France in its finely chiseled contrast of 
false love and an exalting sentiment. 

For more than a century after publica- 
tion “Manon. Lescaut” reposed on the 
shelves of all true bibliophiles. During al 
those years there were innumerable at- 
tempts to dramatize the story or transpose 
it to the field of grand opera, but to no 
avail, until Jules Massenet pounced upon 
it for one of the most popular operas ever 
composed. 

The/ story gages that one Carvalho, the di- 
rector 6f the) famous Opera-Comique in 
Paris, engaged Massenet to compose music 
to the libretto of “Phoebe,” submitted by 
the well known authors and collaborators, 
Henri Meilhac and Phillippe Gille. An 
examination of “Phoebe” convinced Mas- 
senet that it could never make its way suc- 
cessfully to the operatic stage, and he re- 
jected it. Before returning the libretto to 
Carvalho, the composer went to Meilhac’s 
home and tactfully informed him that 
“Phoebe” lacked the elements of grand 
opera. Meilhac accepted the news cheer- 
fully and invited the composer into his 
library. Suddenly Massenet saw the titie 
of “Manon Lescaut” stamped upon one of 
the many volumes on the open shelves and 
promptly suggested the novel for an opera. 
Meilhac nodded his. assent and made a 
luncheon engagement with his visitor for 
the next day. 

When Massenet departed the librettist 
followed him out of the door and into the 
street, where he hastened to the home of 
Gille and discussed with him the matter of 
writing a libretto based upon Abbe Prevost’s 
novel. Gille was won over to this plan, 
and both plunged into the writing of it, 
right then and there. It is recorded that 
within a few hours they finished the first 
two acts in long hand, which they titled 
“Manon.” The rapidity with which they 
began this text can be attributed to the 
fact that the plot of “Manon Lescaut” was 
firmly intrenched in their minds and this 
facilitated the writing. 

The next day, when Massenet and Meil- 
hac met at a restaurant by appointment, 
the former found two acts of “Manon” be- 
neath his napkin. The other three fol- 
Jowed within a few days. 

Although Meilhac and Gille delivered the 
complete text within a week, it took the 
composer almost three years to finish the 
score. A half hour before the curtain went 
up for the first performance on the night 
of January 9, 1884, Massenet wrote to a 
friend that he would soon discover whether 
his hopes were to be confirmed or illusions 
shattered. We may easily judge his grate 
ification when it is taken into considera- 
ation that he lived to witness the 3,000(D 


performance of “Manon.’t ~ Caruso as Des Grieux in “Maneu?

Your Flower 


HE amateur gardener has a real 
friend in the shape of this beauti- 
ful flower that will grow under 
almost any conditions. The glad- 
iolus has out stripped many of its rivals 
in the race for popularity within the last 
few years and this undoubtedly attributable 
to its hardiness. The average gardener with- 
out more than casual experience, may ex- 
pect to have 95 out of each 100 bulbs plant- 
ed, grow and bloom satisfactorily. 

Another reason for its popularity lies in 
the fact that for some reason. pratcically 
every insect and disease passes it by. This 
grows to be more and more a factor for, 
apparently, each year produces some new 
insect that we have never seen before. The 
newer the insect, the less it cares for the 
old reliable gladiolus. and it continues 
merrily on its way towards beautiful blos- 
soms. 

So, the amateur gains much pleasure 
from the planting of this flower, for he is 
certain of a goodly measure of success. On 


the other hand, the semi-professional and. 


the professional gain much pleasure and 
profit from the growing of this bulb. for 
through this extra expérience, even finer 
flowers than_usual may be grown. 


There are few cut flowers that are more 
satisfactory for use in the house than the 
“glad.” That is certainly a fortunate nick- 
name that this flower has been given by 
its closer friends. A “glad” cut just as it 
starts blooming, will last in water often- 
times more than a week. The only thing 
necessary to be done is the cutting off of a 
bit of the stem each day and the removal 
of the dead flowers as they fade. 


The “glad” has‘ another use to which 
it is seldom put, except by real gladiolus 
lovers. This use is in the flower garden 
proper. So many times the poor fellow has 
to live out in the vegetable garden with the 
beans and corn, when he rightly belongs 
with his real friends the flowers. 

This is done because of the fact that the 
“glads” are so often used exclusively for cut 
flowers. 


The gladiolus may be used most effective- 
ly in the shrubbery border, in the perennial 
border, or even in more formal landscape 
effects. The use of this bulb under the 
three situations named above, is much more 
effective if they are planted in groups of 
20 to 30 bulbs in each planting. The foliage 
itself is very attractive, both before the 
flowers have appeared and for some time 
afterward. These uses are becoming even 
more popular with the recent introduction 
of several “cut-and-come-again” varieties, 
There is one method of getting a succession 
of bloom where the bulbs are planted in 
these beds permanently. This is by the 
regulation of the blooming time from the 
depth of the planting. Some are planted at 
two inches, some at four, and some at Six 
inches. This will allow a certain amount 
of variation in the blooming time. 

The method usually followed to gain a 
succession of bloom is by planting at in- 
tervals of one or two weeks. This is the best 
method and by planting every two weeks 
from the middle of April until the middle 
Of July, the blooms will be in the garden 
from the early part of June until frost, 


PREPARATION OF THE SOIL. 


The preparation of the soil is not of 
paramount, importance, but the better they 
are planted, the better they will bloom, the 
finer the colors will be. Any good, rich, 
garden soil will be fine for these flowers 
and the addition of well-rotted stable ma- 
nure or sheep manure at the time of plant- 
ing will help. After the plants have made 
their apeparance, a small quantity of high- 
grade commercial fertilizer, worked around 
them will help towards making fine flowers. 
This fertilization, after the plants are 
well set on the stalks. An application of 
liquid manure or nitrate of soda will be 
advantageous just as the flowers are about 
to open. This is always done in the case 
of flowers for show purposes. 

For best results, the bulbs should be 
planted at a depth of four or five inches, 
unless the soil is very heavy. When the 
bulbs are planted deeply there is little dan- 
ger of their blowing over during our sum- 
mer winds. This often happens to those 
not planted deeply enough. 

We are illustrating the use of a com- 
paratively new process of cultivation.

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lack of cultivation. The gladiolus on the 
left are grown in the usual manner, while 
those on the right or grown with the assist- 
ance of mulch paper. 

The effectiveness of the use of this mulch 
paper is apparent in the earlier, larger 
blooms, without any of the labor of cultiva- 
tion, 

In the past there have been noted several 
distinct advantages in the use of this paper. 

First: Practically all of the labor of 
weeding is eliminated. 

Second: The paper protects the tilth of 
the soil and practically all of the work of 
cultivation is eliminated. 

Third: The temperature of the soil is in- 
creased and consequently plant growth 18 
more vigorous. 

Fourth: The soil remains 
periods that under ordinary 
would amount to a drought. 

Fifth: The yield is greater. 

These results have been borne out in 
amateur trials as well as in government 
trials. The United States government has 
been conducting trials with mulch p&per 
on various flower and garden plants since 
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The Beautiful Summer Flowering Gladiolus. 
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1924. and they are recommending its use 
in practically every instance, 

Mr. Charles F. Eckhart, conceived the 
idea of using some durable paper that had 
been impregnated with asphalt as a sub- 
stitute for the old-fashioned mulch used 
in. the pineapple fields in Hawaii some 15 
vears ago. This was tried with the hope 
that the weeds would be stifled. A'pleasant 
surprise was in store for Mr. Eckhart. It 
wasn't long before he found that the news- 
paper showed very clearly that it could 
handle the weeds satisfactorily, but the 
amazing part was that the yield of pine- 
apples was increased in his trial plot above 
that of the fields proper. The news quickly 
spread over the island and it is estimated 
now that about 90 per cent of the pine- 
apple fields are using mulch paper,

COYNE HOLDS THAT THE 
CRIME WAS PREMEDITATED. 


Justice began to move with leaden feet. 
Peacox was not indicted until May 20. The 
trial date was set for June 24 but when 


that day arrived, the trial was set back 
until September 16. During the summer 
Sydney A. Syme, the ‘defense counsel, moved 
for a change of venue, But this was denied 
and on September 16 the young man went 
on trial in White Plains before Supreme 
Court Justice Arthur £&. Tompkins. 


District Attorney Coyne, outlining the 
prosecution’s case, stated he would strive 
for a first degree murder conviction, hold- 
ing that the crime was premeditated. The 
defense, of course, declared it would hold 
that there had ben no forethought, but that 
Peacox had killed his wife while temporarily 


‘insane over her infidelities. 


In his attempt to prove premeditation, 
Coyne put Miss Newman and Mrs. Heinzel- 


man on the stand: to testify to certain 50< 
called threats the defendant had made 
against his wife. Miss Newman quoted Pea- 
cox as saying to her, some time in March, 
when she first heard that he was married, 
that his. wife was “living in New York with 
a couple of fellows, and if I ever come on 
them together I'll finish them both,” 


Mrs. Heinzelman said tha* on January 19, 
the day after Dorothy left Earle, he came 
to the Heinzelman home.and demanded his 
wife’s address. When his mother-in-law re- 
fused to give it to him, he cried out angrily, 
“If you don’t tell me where she is, I'll find 
out somewhere else and shoot up the whole 
place!” 


The state closed its case with the reading 
of the defendant's long confession. Peacox, 
shorn of the little mustache he wore at the 
time of his arrest, sat with his head cup- 


ped in his hands, an occasional tear drip- 
ping down his pale cheeks. Near him was 
his mother, Mrs. Catherine Peacox, a large 
woman with a tragic face. 


Syme opened for the defense with char- 
acter witnesses, who testified that the ac- 
cused young man had always been peaceful, 
quiet and 
testimony that two relatives had died in in- 
sane asylums, and then put Peacox him- 
self on the stand to testify in his own be- 
half. 


Earle wept continually as he toli the un- 
happy story of his marriage. It was a story 
that has been told many times on wit- 
ness stands, if not very often in romantic 
novels.

Defense medical experts on September 25 
stated that in their opinion Peacox had. 
been the victim of an “emotional storm” 
which had robbed him of his “psychopathic 
personality.” In simpler words, they said he 
had not been able to distinguish right from 
wrong. 

Three state alienists asserted that he was 
in their opinion an “average young man.” 

The jury weighed the evidence for six 
hours and decided that he was guilty of 
murder, though not premeditated murder. 
They therefore returned a verdict of mur- 
der in the second degree and Justice Tomp- 
kins immediately sentenced Peacox to serve 
20 years to life in Sing Sing. It was a vic- 
tory for the defense, though hardly a great 
one. 

Young Peacox applied for a job as a radio 
expert in the state prison but this request 
was denied. He was instead put to work 
handling a shovel on the prison coal pile. 
Recently it was learned that he had en- 
rolled in a correspondence course in elec- 
trical engineering. Eventually he may be- 
come one of the chief electrical workers in 
the prison.
